proper, in Point of Policy, punétually to perform the 
Engagements and Articles agreed on with the neigh- 
bouring Powers, which are in good Alliance and 
Friendihip with them. But, inftead of this, Matters 
are come to fuch an Extremity, that upon the re pa 
fal of fome of the Chief of them who are employed in 
the Regency, and are in great Intereft there, they 
have chofe rather to undertake ‘Things intire'y oppo- 
fite to all forts of Law and Equity, and which ought 
to be abhorred by God and Man. Thus, by invent- 
ing vain Titles, for fake of imitating the moft ancient 
Monarchies, and by nourifhing an infatiable Avarice, 
they came, at lait, to attack free Nations, whofe In- 
dependence is confefled by all the World, and againtft 
which all forts of Violence are neverthelefs com- 
mitted. 
‘ "rhe Raffian Nation, by its natural Ditpofition, 
having no Regard to the Honour or Dignity of the 
moft powerful Potentates, whether fuch as are near or 
remote, confidering nevertheleis that fuch a Conduct 
on their Part might, one Day, be attended with fatal 
Confequences, and knowing that there, among them, 
Perfons of Underftanding and Forefight, who have 
formerly delivered it with a World of Zeal from many 
Dangers, could not refift the Defire of laying them 
afide, and intlead of fuch Perfons of a laudable Con- 
duct, to prefer and put an infinitely greater Value on 
others, who have lef Experience and Knowledge, 
which when they had gratified, the Confequence was 
that Step which was taken by Ruffia when it went to 
invade the Dominions of Poland and Sweden. 
‘ As foon as the evil Defign which it afterwards 
formed again{t the Countries of the Muflulmen, came 
tothe Knowledge of the Sublime Porte, it neglected 
no Means of convincing that Nation at firft of the 
fatal. Confequences they had Reafon to expeét from 
fo difagreeable a Manner of acting, and that if they 
did not renounce it, the divine Wrath would certainly 
be kindled againft shem: And fo it happened accord- 
ingly, when after the Battle of Pruth all their General 
Officers and private Men fell into the Hands of the 
Muflulmen. Thefe finding them opprefied with 
Fears and Sighs, the pious Muflulmen’s Comraflion 
was railed in them, and they only reprefented to 
them, how guilty they were of the Blood that ‘had 
been fpilt, and of the Faith that had been violated, 
and that they would be obliged, at the great Day of 
Judgment, to give an Acsount thereof to the Al- 
mighty : After this they were all preferved from the 
Muflulmen’s Sword ; which Favour was followed by 
another, of which, till that Time, there never had 
been an Inftance. ‘That was to look upon Ruflia in 
the fame Light with other Powers, and to admit a 
Refident from it; but having, not long after, difco- 
vered certain Proceedings, contrary to the Articles 
which had been granted co it, his high Imperial Ma- 
jefty began his March in the Year of Hegyra 1124 
(1718) and was fearce arrived at Adrianople, when 
Ruffia, ftruck with the greateft Confternation, ratified 
che Peace which he had before implored, 
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* After fome Time was expired, and after having 
made feveral groundlefs Reflections on the Affairs of 
Perfia, he propofed to conclude a perpetual Peace, on 
Pretence that he would have nothing to do with that 
Kingdom. ‘This Peace, which was negociated by 
the Mediation of fome of our fincere Friends, was, 
at their Inftances, granted to it, according to the 
Cuftom of the Muflulmen, and from the Motive of 
their Piety. But the Ruffian Court having wanted 
Pretences for fome time, and recurring to its formet 
Prattices, did, for a Year or two, take fuch Meafures 
as are Contrary to the Rules and Maxims eftablifhed 
among all Princes, and particularly to the Articles of 
Peace concluded with that Empire. They not only 
fell upon the Territories of the Kingdom of Poland, 
with a View of abolifhing the Liberties of the Na- 
tion, but prefumed moreover, in Contempt of good 
Friendfhip, ta incenfe the Kingdom of Perfia againft 
the Sublime Porte. All thefe irregular Methods of 
Proceeding being taken Notice of, they were repre- 
fented to the Refident at the Sublime Porte. He, ei- 
ther by a Difavowal, or by captious Conftruétions 
which he made of every thing, had no other Aim 
than to make it believed here, that Ruflia only meant 
to cultivate a dureable Peace with this illuftrieus Em- 
pire ; by which Means the Minifters of the Sublime 
Porte, and particularly the Ambafladors of the media- 
torial Powers, particularly the Minifter of your High 
Mightinefés, our good Friends, and even the Refi- 
dents were thereby, as it were, lulled afleep, in afmuch 
as they gave Credit to thofe Affurances, and conti- 
nued to employ their Mediation, during which they 
were feduced more and more by the Affurance 
which was given on the Part of the Mufcovites, that 
they would not commit the leaft Hottility, neither on 
the Frontiers of Poland, nor on thofe of this E mpire. 
But the different Advices we have received from the 
Fortrefs of Azach (Afoph) a Frontier Place of the 
Muffulmen’s Country, are of quite another Tepnour, 
and fully demonttrate the contrary.

“fabmitted to him. He will get above 700,000 Livres 
by the Sale of Barley, and other Corn, and Fruits ga- 
ther'd in the confifcated Countries. He is gone in Per- 
fon with his Company of Guards, to feize the Palace 
of Monfieur Clavelli, fome Leagues from the Coatt. 
The Inhabitants of the Provinces of Nebbio and Ca- 
nale, whom the Malecontents have lately reduc’d to 
their Obedience, have been oblig’d, for moft Part, to
